FRAME: Best grade MALLELABLE IRON, liberal in weight and designed from a scien¬ 
tific and practical standpoint to afford greatest strength for the weight. Re-inforced 
throughout. In all sizes except No. I 12-X, a V-notch is cast into the foot of the 
frame making it possible to clamp rounded sections or corners without the use of 
special attachments, without interference in any way with the use of the clamp on 
a flat surface, and without reducing the effective opening of the clamp. The face 
of the foot of the frame is broader, and the bearing for the screw is longer, to 
reduce wear at that point.
